r  tlie  pleasure  of  [)reseiitiiig  for  your  approval  iiiy  Annual  Report  on  tlie  mortality  and 
sanitary  eoiulition  of  your  District  for  the  year  1904. 

'['here  Inive  been  277  births  registered  during  the  year,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  24.G  per  1,000 
inhabitants;  tliis  is  lower  tlnin  the  average  for  the  last  ten  year.s,  though  an  increase  on  the  previous 
yeiir,  whieli  was  20.(S7  per  1,000  inhalutants.  The  decrease  occurs  at  Stokesley,  Whorlton,  and 
remainder  of  the  District. 


'I'here  were  148  hoys  born  and  129  girls. 


During  the  year  tber<!  Avere  176  deaths  registered  in  the  District,  to  wdiich  has  to  be  added  one 
that  died  in  a^  ))uhlic  institution  outside  the  ])istrict,  making  the  correct  number  177,  and  giving  a 
death-i’ate  of  lo.72  per  1,000  inhabitants.  This  is  slightly  less  than  last  year,  but  above  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years.  Tlie  rate  last  year  was  16.07  per  1,000  inhabitants. 


( )f  the  deaths  registered  in  tlie  District  8o  were  males  and  91  females.  They  occiirred  in  the 
following  mouths: — 2.5  in  danuary,  14  in  February,  18  in  March,  15  in  April,  l.S  in  May,  11  in  June, 
11  in  July,  17  in  August,  10  in  September,  17  in  October,  12  in  November,  and  18  in  December.

( )u  examining  the  aViove  talile  I  think  that  though  the  death  rate  keeps  high  it  is  very  satisfactory 
to  notice  that  a  large  proportion  of  them,  nearly  -f.'l  per  cent.,  are  over  Go  years. 

Thei-e  are  deaths  under  a  year  old,  giving  a  death-rate  of  !)3.8G  }>er  1,000  hirths :  this,  though 
lower  than  usual,  is  still  very  high,  and  is  partially  due  to  the  ignorance  of  the  mothers.  Seven  were 
due  to  convulsions,  two  to  bronchitis,  three  to  whooping  cough,  two  to  enteritis,  four  to  deliility,  two 
to  dentition,  and  the  rest  to  various  diseases. 

'fhere  have  been  12  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases,  giving  a  Zymotic  death  rate  of  l.OG  per  1.000 
iuhalntants.  They  consist  of

Gil  examining  Table  lY.  you  will  notice  the  large  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  21.  The  other 
deaths  are  very  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  exce[)t  that  there  are  fewer  deaths  from  }tneu- 
monia  and  more  from  bronchitis.

Scarict  lever,  which  was  prevalent  in  the  surrounding  districts,  broke  out  in  Avton  and  Stokesley 
during  the  month  ol  April,  and  continued  during"  the  rest  ot  the  year.  It  was  of  a-  very  mild  type  and 
then'  i>^  iio  doubt  iu  my  own  inind  that  some  cases  were  never  detected.  Twenty  case.s"  were  removed 
to  the  fever  S.niatorium,  at  Middlesbrough.  It  is  Vi'iy  difficult  to  [)ersuade  the  parents  to  allow  their 
children  to  he  removed,  and  I  have  felt  that,  in  some  cases  where' the  isolation  was  not  .so  ])erfeet  as 


was  desirable.  If  1  insisted  uii  the  ease  being  removed  it  wunld  lead  to  tliein  attempting  to  hide  the 
eases  in  the  future.  In  .several  eases  when  the  parents  sent  foi'  the  Doctor  their  first  words  were: — 
“  1  want  to  know  if  my  child  has  the  fever  ?  but  1  am  not  going  to  have  it  sent  away.” 

rnfortumitelv,  on  the  retuiai  of  one  or  two  cases  from  the  Sanatorium,  there  has  been  a  fresh 
outbn.'ak  in  the  same  house  or  the  maghboiirs.  I  could  not  find  there  had  been  any  neglect  in  any 
precautions  that  could  have  Ixhui  taken.  The  case  at  llroughton  was  only  detected  towards  the  end  ot 
rh(' infectious  stao-e  •  fortunately  it  was  in  an  isolated  part,  and  no  one  seems  to  have  contracted  the 
disease  from  it. 


Diphtheria  broke  out  in  Varm  during  the  month  of  June  and  eontinued  during  July  and  August. 
LTobablv  the  first  case  was  eontracted  in  Stockton,  and  the  disease  s])read  rapidly  owing  to  the 
unsatisfaetorv  condition  of  the  ash[)its,  drainage,  the  dain[)ness  and  want  ot  air  s[)ace  round  several  ot 
the  houses,  and  the  tendeney  to  overcrowding. 

At  Stokesley  the  question  arose  whether  the  outbreak  was  due  to  the  drainage  of  the  school. 
The  school  was  closed  and  the  drainage  was  overhauled.

Drainage. 

'riie  drains  in  the  district  are  old-fashioned,  they  require  for  the  most  ])art  to  be  relaid  with  sanitary 
pij»es,  cement  Joints,  ins[)ection  chambers,  more  ventilation,  and  if  possible,  flushing  arrangements. 

At  Dreat  Ayton,  where  there  is  a  drainage  system,  the  sewer  has  been  extended  in  the  Station 
Road  for  iK'w  dwellings.  'There  have  not  been  so  many  complaints  of  oflPensive  smells  from  the 
ventilation  holes,  and  the  flushing  has  been  better. 

At  Yarm,  there  has  been  an  extension  of  the  head  gutter  southward.  'The  drains  here  have  no 
flushing,  no  ventilation,  and  very  few  sound  joints. 

At  Stokesley,  a  dilapidated  sewer  from  the  County  Schools  and  other  property  has  been  relaid 
with  sanitary  pipes.  The  drainage  here  is  as  unsatisfactory  as  in  other  jiarts,  and  I  do  not  see  how 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  flushing  until  there  is  a  water  supply. 

At  ( Ireat  RroimAton,  there  has  been  an  extension  of  the  north  entrance  sewer,  and  also  a  new

sewer  in  Kirkby  Lane  for  new  buildings. 

At  Hutton,  the  drainage  has  been  improved  by  extending  Crow  Bank  sewer,  by  repairs  to  North 
Bud  sewer,  and  renewing  culverts  and  branch  sewers  with  sanitary  pipes,  and  fixing  trapped  surface 
grates  where  needed. 

At  Seanier,  the  branch  sewer  at  the  West  End  has  been  relaid  vyith  sanitary  pipes, ^  also  arrange¬ 
ments  made  which  are  ho[)ed  to  remedy  the  nuisance  from  the  farm  in  the  occupation  of  Mi.  R.  Auton. 

At  Kirklevington,  a.  (lovernment  in(],uiry  has  ljc;en  made,  and  plans  made  lor  a  nev  diainage 
scheme  which  it  is  ho})ed  will  be  satisfactory.

At  Varm,  there  art;  so  many  \vho  join  at  the  jtrivies  that  they  retjuire  em]i)tying  ofteiier  than 
they  are. 


In  the  other  ]»arts  of  the  District  the  oeciqtiers  of  the  houses  make  their  own  arrangements  for 
removing  their  refuse,  and  there  has  heen  no  complaint. 

Several  notices  ot  nuisanees  and  the  intringement  ot  Dye  Laws  have  heen  served,  and  in  most  cases 
attended  to  at  once;  only  1  case  re([uiring  a  magistrates’  order  (for  Mr.  John  Dale,  Great  liroughton). 

The  two  common  lodging  houses  in  the  ])istrict  have  been  inspected  and  found  clean  and  in  good 
order.  The  lodging  house  in  Vann  has  changed  hands  and  is  now  managed  bv  Mr.  Savage. 

Milk  purveyors  and  cow  shed  premises  have  been  inspected,  and  as  a  rule  kept  in  good  order. 

Slaughter  houses  have  been  ins])ectcd  and  found  cleanly,  and  no  meat  found  objeetionable. 

The  bake  houses  have  been  visited  (there  are  no  underground  ones)  and  found  satisfactorv.  No 
action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  11)01.
